LONDON, March 25—More 
than 1,000 R.A.F., R.C.A.F.) 
and Australian bombers|

tons of explosives and simul- 
taneously hitting the Reich’s 
biggest naval base at Kiel. 

(A CBS broadcast from London 
said returning crews of bombers 
told of seeing a fire six miles in 
length in Berlin, apparently in 
the area of the city’s main rail- 
way yards. The broadcast said the 
bombers atacked in waves over a 
half-hour period beginning at 11 
p.m.) 

Seventy-three bombers were lost 
in the twin assaults and in sub- 
sidiary attacks on unspecified ob- 
jectives in western Germany. The 
loss was the second highest ever 
suffered by the R.A.F. bomber com- 
mand, only six fewer than the rec- 
ord 79 lost in an attack on Leipzig 
Feb. 19.

Hughes worked for William 
Wrigley Sr. for more than 2'% years 
as public relations man, | 
For a time in his younger days 
the Canadian sports promoter 
worked as sports writer on Toronto 
dailies and was for a short while 
sports editor of the Toronto Tele- 
gram. 

His first assignment of import- 
ance as a syndicate writer was at 
the Johnson-Jeffries world cham- 
pionship fight at Reno, Nevada, on 
July 4, 1910. 

The referee of that contest, 
selected at the last minute, be- 
cause of a dispute, was a fellow 
named Tex Rickard, afterward

Broderick called two prosecuting 
attorneys to the witness stand in an 
attempt to prove the statement was 
obtained by subjecting the 26-year- 
old R.C.A.F. aircraftman to long 
hours of questioning without sleep. 

Lonergan, dressed in a dark blue 
suit, again sat calmly at the counsel 
table as the attorneys battled over 
the point that may decide his fate, 
HELD KEY TO.CASE 

The prosecution has said thé 
purported confession is the key to 
its case and has maintained there 
was no witness to the crime except 
| Lonergan 

The tall defendant appeared 
equally unmoved as his alibi was 
read into the record—a sordid 
story that he was having un- 
natural relations with an Ameri- 
can soldier in a friend’s apart- 
ment about the time his wife was 
slain in her own apartment. 

First, Assistant District Attorney 
Jacob Grumet, and then his deputy, 
John F, Loehr, were subjected to a 
barrage of questions by Broderick 
concerning circumstances of the 
purported confession. 

Then District Attorney Frank S. 
Hogan, in a brief appearance as 
a witness, deniel. he ever had 
authorized any of his staff to 
promise Lonergan that he would 
not be tried for first degree murder 
if he confessed. 


LONG WITHOUE SLEEP 


Broderick attempted to show that 
Lonergan went without sleep for 
more than 24 hours from the time 
he reached the district attorney's 
office in New York until he was 
booked, in addition to the travel 
time from Toronto.

Exchequer Court 
Will Not Handle 
Divorce Cases

OTTAWA, March 25.— (CP) — 

No plan to make the Exchequer 
Court of Canada a divorce court 
for the provinces which have no 

divorce courts is behind the 
government's proposal to appoint 
an additional judge to that court, 

Justice Minister St. Laurent said 

last night in the Commons. 

The suggestion that divorces now 
handled by act of parliament be 
dealt with in the court was made 
by Gordon Graydon, Progressive 
Conservative house leader. Mr. St. 
Laurent said that until parliament 
changed a_ pre-Confederation 
statute of the province of Quebec 
no jurisdiction to grant divorces in 
Quebec could be conferred on any 
court. 


DISCUSSION ON BILL 

The discussion took place on Mr. 
St. Laurent's bill to add one judge 
to the two already comprising the 
court, 

The bill received second reading, 
but discussion was adjourned in 
the committee stage. 

Movement of workers from one 
province to another for jobs in 
munitions plants had repercus- 
sions in the house during discuss- 
ion of munitions department esti- 
mates in the war appropriation 
bill. 

Maxime Raymond, Bloc Populaire 
leader, complained about a trans- 
fer of workers from the closed ex- 
plosives plant at Nobel, Ont., to war 
plants in his constituency of Beau- 
harnois-Laprairie. He said it was 
an injustice to local people who 
were being laid off or demoted to 
lower-paid jobs. 

MANY FROM QUEBEC 

In reply, Lionel Chevrier, parlia- 
mentary assistant to Munitions 
Minister Howe, said some 1,665 
workers had gone from Quebec to 
war industries in Ontario, chiefly at 
Sarnia, Kingston, the Niagara dis- 
trict and Kitchener, 

Later, in discussing economic con- 
ditions in Nova Scotia, J. J. Kinley 
(L., Queens-Lunenburg) said a great 
deal of labor from other parts of 
Canada had been brought into that 
province, more than could be ac- 
commodated in available housing. 


Mr. Chevrier said Mr. Ray- 
mond’s criticism regarding move- 
ment of workers from Nobel to 
Ste. Therese, Que., was based on 
a misunderstanding or an inac- 
curacy. 

Lt. Col. Arthur Ross (P.C., Souris) 
said supplies of farm implements 
had been increased in the United 
Kingdom during the war, There 
were more tractors in use there to- 
day than there were available in 
all Canada. 

Mr. Howe's statement that plant 
capacity was not available for farm 
machinery appeared to be a contro- 
diction with findings of a war &x-j 
penditures sub-committee which 
surveyed possibilities of expanding 
implements’ production, 


REDUCE RESTRICTIONS 

Mr. Howe said steel available in 
recent months was sufficient for all 
reasonable purposes and _ restric- 
tions on its use for implements had 
been reduced. Malleable castings 
for farm machinery had _ been 
largely imported in the past and 
Canadian production would have 
to be built up to meet domestic 
needs. 

The position in this respect 
would be bettered as soon as 
possible, said Mr. Howe. Ball 
bearings were not made in Can- 
ada, but there was no regulation 
interfering with their manufac- 
ture. 

There was no immediate hope 
for the release of thin sheet metal 
for purposes such as roofing as 
capacity for such production was 
heavily burdened.

FINANCIAL ASSISTANCE 

Mr. Gradon said the provinces 
could be aided financially in edu- 
cation and it did not follow a 
“bludgeon should be held over 
their heads.” Federal help would 
assist the desired equality in edu- 
cation. 

Angus Maclinnis (C,C.F.-Van- 
couver East) said the government 
should introduce “a comprehensible 
scheme” of federal assistance to 
education. 

The provinces would welcome 
further assistance and he agreed 
with Mr. Graydon the Dominion 
should not go beyond “reasonable 
objectives” in making the grants. 

Federal government training pro- 
jects for war now aided technical 
schools, and it was equally essential 
that young people should be trained 
for peace. 

More than scholarships was 
needed to assist education.

Of $39,872,275. 


OTTAWA, March 25—(CP)— | 
The Canadian wheat board yester- | 
day reported a surplus of $39,872,- | 
275 in its western division oper- 
ations for the period, Aug. 1, 1940, 
to July 31, 1943, 

The board's annual statement was 
tabled in the commons by ‘Trade 
Minister MacKinnon. 

The surplus was made up of $17,- 
900,257 on 1940 crop account, $12,- 


189,831 on 1941 and $9,782,186 on 
1942. 
A deficit of $8,816,210 resulted 


from operations in respect to the 
1939 crop account in the period Aug. 
1, .1939-July 31, 1943. 


LIST MAJOR ASSET 


The board listed as its major as- 
set at July 31 wheat stocks valued 
at $184,670,531. 

The board is the federal govern- 
ment grain purchasing and market- 
ing agency. It makes wheat pur- 
chases from western producers on 
a quota basis at a rate of $1.25— 
bushel, basis No. 1 Northern at Fort 
William. 

The board’s last report—for the 
crop year 1941-42—showed a sur- 
plus of $4,809,054 on 1941 western 
division crop account. The deficit 
on 1940 crop account from Aug. 1, 
1940 to July 31, 1942 was $1,364,026. 
The deficit on 1939 crop account 
from Aug. 1, 1939 to July 31, 1942 
was $10,422,953, 


The board holdings of wheat at 
July 31, 1943, totalled 205,717,958 
bushels, compared with 244,474,016 
bushels at the same date in 1942. 

These _ holdings represented 
wheat left over after net sales dur- 
ing the year of 219,329,802 bushels 
from the 1939, 1940, 1941 and 1942 
crops. 


NET SALES REPORTED 

At July 31, 1942, the net sales 
for the year ending on that date 
vor reported at 262,662,467 bush- 
els. : 

In its review of 1942 crop opera- 
tions, the board said that 167,506,- 
531 bushels were delivered to it by 
producers in the three prairie prov- 
inces, Net sales of 1942 crop by 
the board totalled 78,210,265 bushels 
to July 31, leaving 89,296,266 bush- 
els on hand. 

The month-end liability of the 
board in respect of 1942 wheat was 
$76,103,507 at July 31 representing 
dues to banks and board agents. 

At July 31, 1942, the 1941 crop 
wheat holdings of the board 
totalled 43,682,381 bushels. Net 
sales in the year ending July 31, 

1943, were 13,215,114 bushels, 

leaving 30,467,267 bushels on 

hand, with a liability to the banks 
and agents on this crop account 
of $20,276,444. 

The balance of 1940 crop held by 
the board at July 31, 1942, was 121,- 
966,362 bushels and at July 31, 1943, 
this total had been reduced to 85,- 
954,425 bushels, with liabilities in 
respect to this crop of $39,996,052. 


DISPOSE OF HOLDINGS 

During the year ending July 31, 
1943, the board disposed of all its 
holdings of 1939 wheat, which had 
totalled 55,728,221 bushels on July 
31, 1942. The liability to banks in 
respect to this crop was $6,743,253 
at July 31, 1943, 

In its flax division, the board re- 
ported a deficit of 1,978,308 for op- 
erations in the period March 19, 
1942—July 31, 1943. Flax acquired 
totalled 13,299,585 bushels valued 
at $28,471,630 and sales of 10,372,221 
bushels returned $21,227,613, while 
stocks on hand were placed at 
2,927,364 bushels. 

A surplus of $309,238 on 1942 
crop oats and barley account for 
the year ended July 31, 1943, was 
reported. Completed sales by the 
board included 4,052,645 bushels 
of oats and 4,046,429 bushels of 
barley with a total value of $4, 
107,578. 

A deficit of $6,715 on 1942 soy- 
beans account for the year ending 
July 31, 1943, was reported. 


PAY DRAWBACK CLAIMS

John Kenwood, well-known Edmonton business- 
man and pioneer, died Wednesday morning. He 
was 83 years old. Dr, A. E. Armstrong, secretary 
of foreign missions for the United Church of Can- 
ada, has received mute evidence of terrible infla- 
tion in China, with letters from Honan, China, car- 
rying $25 worth of postage stamps. Other letters 
received by Dr. Armstrong have carried $14, and 
$23 worth of stamps on the envelopes.

Engineers whipped U.S. Army Air Corps Yanks 
63-43 at Westglen Wednesday to capture the best- 
of-three Northern Alberta senior men’s basketball 
series in two straight games. As d result of rolling 
560 in his doubles at the Rec. Wednesday, George 
Gerald is out in front in the race for grand aggre- 
gate honors in the tournament of the Edmonton 10- 
Pin Bowling Association with a total of 1,951. 

A move to ensure automatic re-election to the 
Legislative Assembly of any member who is in the 
armed forces and liable for overseas service at the 
time of nomination, was defeated in the Legislature 
Wednesday. 

Present day complacency is “wholly unjustified,” 
Col. E. R. Knight, V.D., officer commanding the 
41st Reserve Brigade Group, declared in urging the 
maintenance of a strong Reserve Army to guard 
against any deterioration in the military situation. 
Coal operators in the Edmonton field are issuing 
severance notices to all miners effective as from 
Friday, March 24, it was stated Thursday. 

Going north on an inspection tour of the R.C. 
A.F. Northwest Staging Route and U.S.A.A.F. in- 
stallations, Lt.-Col. David A. Burchinal, military 
attache to the United States Embassy, Ottawa, was 
in Edmonton Thursday. Touring Canada under the 
auspices of the United Kingdom Information Ser- 
vice, Dr. W. A. F. Hepburn, director of education 
for Ayrshire, Scotland, arrived in Edmonton on 
Thursday. 

A total of $2,771 worth of War Savings stamps 
has been sold from the Stamp Bar at the corner of 
101 street and Jasper avenue, and the post office 
stamp bar since March 1. The Eskimo will contri- 
bute much to the future of Alaska and the con- 
tinuing economic growth of the Canadian north- 
west, Sgt. Frederick W. Ayer, public relations 
branch U.S. Army, said here Wednesday. 


March 24 


The Legislature Thursday night gave approval 
to an amended resolution which asks the Dominion 
government to lower the old age pension limit from 
70 to 60 years of age, and to increase the pension 
to $50 a month. 

Two Edmonton warrant officers, WO2 (RQMS) 
Carl Almon MacDonald, whose wife lives at 11917 
80 street, and WO2 (CSM) Henry Hall Ragan, mili- 
tary staff clerk, son of Mr. and Mrs. Paul Ragan, 
9755 86 avenue, are among eight Alberta men serv- 
ing with the Canadian Army, who have been men- 
tioned in dispatches for “gallant and distinguished 
service in Sicily and Italy.” 

Authorizing the formation of an Alberta Provin- 
cial Bank, a bill was passed through the Legisla- 
ture’s committee of the whole late Thursday night, 
over stiff opposition of Independent Party 
members. 

James A. MacKinnon, minister of trade and 
commerce, and member of parliament for Edmon- 
ton West, has assured Mayor John W. Fry that the 
coal mining situation in the Edmonton district has 
been given serious consideration by the Dominion 
government, and that a reasonably satisfactory pro- 
posal will be made to the operators. 

Closed officially by His Honor Lt.-Goy, J. C. 
Bowen, and unofficially by impromptu songs from 
government and opposition members, the fourth 
session of Alberta’s Ninth Legislature ended at a 
special sitting Friday morning. 

Edmonton Maple Leafs won the Northern Al- 
berta juvenile hockey championship at Red Deer 
Thursday night, when they defeated Red Deer 3-2. 
All factors point to a fairly severe outbreak of mos- 
quitoes this summer unless action is taken to abate 
the nuisance, John H. Brown, lecturer in entom- 
ology, predicted Friday. 


March 25 


At a special meeting of the city council it was 
decided to spend $10,000 this year on an anti-mos- 
quito campaign. Officials have forecast a heavy 
year for this pest, and in anticipation of this the 
council is going to take every possible measure to 
combat it. 

Consideration was given to estimates for the 
current fiscal year. The budget calls for expendi- 
tures totalling $4,931,315 for the current year. 

The budget for 1944 shows that expenditures for 
the year is $28,809.26 under the previous year's 
total 

The first meeting of the legislative committee 
to probe the liquor situation in Alberta will be held 
at Calgary April 11, according to Hon. C. E. Ger- 
hart, chairman of the committee.

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Grave Consequences 


The Canadian Protestant League has 
telegraphed members of Parliament pro- 
testing about Angus MacInnis’ bill to pre- 
vent public utterances or the dissemination 
of material likefy to cause discrimination 
or disharmony on account of race or re- 
ligion. 

This is only one of the many protests 
which have been levelled against the mea- 
sure. 

On the face of it the proposed law 
shows the merit of tolerance. In operation 
it could prove so intolerant as to provoke 
the most grave consequences, 

Suppose, for instance, a combination of 
circumstances should permit the flooding 
of this country with immigrants of a high- 
ly undesirable type, such as Japanese. The 
bill would forbid all expressions of objec- 
tion to it. 

Suppose some religious sect were to 
undertake political projects contrary to the 
constitutional principles of Canada. It 
would be illegal to oppose it or even to ex- 
press opposition to it. 

Any tampering with the rights of free 
Speech, even under the guise of tolerance, 
is a serious and a dangerous business.

Chain Letters Illegal 


The plain statement of post office offi- 
cials that chain letters have not been en- 
dorsed by that department and are still il- 
legal will tend to put an end to one of the 


most infuriating nuisances of modern , 


times, 

Everyone will remember how people in 
the late ‘twenties’ were pestered with 
these abominable things, how the super- 
stitious and the greedy (which includes 
most of us) were impelled to devote hours 
each day to copying idiotic letters, either 
to gain some ridiculous reward or to avoid 
some absurd anathema. 

And now the custom has been revived. 

There can be no quarrel with any hon- 
est effort to sell war savings stamps by any 
device. But if the practice is resurrected to 
sell war savings stamps it will speedily be 
applied to private avarice. Indeed, some few 
chain letters of the latter type have already 
appeared in Edmonton. 

It is unkind to unload a parcel of these 
silly epistles into the hands of mothers 
who are anxiously awaiting letters from 
overseas. It is cruel to allow them to be 
the recipients of threats of misfortune if 
they “break the chain.” 

As chain letters are illegal, the full 
force of the law should be invoked to keep 
this chain letter nonsense dead.

After the Show? 


In Montreal two boys told the police 
they saw a picture entitled “Calling Doctor 
Death” and then went out and burglarized 
a house and shot a detective. The sequence 
of events does not prove that the picture 
inspired the crime, but it suggests so. 
There have been some similar occurrences 
of late in other parts of the continent. The 
indication is a need of greater caution on 
the part of censors. It is not enough that 
a picture does not incite grown people to 
violence and lawlessness. It must also be 
free of incidents which immature minds are 
liable to misconstrue as encouraging these 
things. 

It is the understanding of the child, not 
of the adult, which must be the gauge as to 
the fitness, or even the harmlessness of 
pictures shown to audiences of all ages, To 
apply that standard is far more difficult 
for a censor than to simply cut out scenes 
which grown-ups would recognize as bad in 
their tendencies. But, difficult or not, it 
will have to be done in the interests of pub- 
lic morals and safety. The film is a wonder- 
ful instructor, but its teaching is likely to 
be misunderstood by young people when 
the theme and treatment of the subject are 
tuned to adult understanding, 

Censors are a much-abused class of 
public servants, They are none the less men 
and women who do render service of high 
importance, In the occurrences cited above 
there is at least a suggestion of things 
which can be and often are prevented by an 
intelligent discharge of their duties. In a 
general way the “safety” of a picture can 
be judged by asking what those who see it 
are likely to think about, and perhaps do, 
afterward,

Tojo Hedges 


The raid of Japanese forces into Mani- 
pur is apparently planned to produce poli- 
tical reactions, rather than to gain military 
results, That is to be inferred from the cir- 
cumstances, It is confirmed by Premier 
Tojo’s treatment of the subject. 

Tojo long ago gave up hopes of launch- 
ing a big scale invasion of India, for no one 
knows better than he that the initiative in 
that theatre has passed to the Allies, Mili- 
tarily the drive can hardly be more than a 
desperate attempt to set up an aggressive 
defence and halt the threatened Allied of- 
fensive against the Japanese forces in 
Burma. 

But that is not the view, naturally, 
which Tojo presents to his people. He in- 
vites them to think the move is a major 
operation; obviously because if morale is 
to be maintained they must be given some- 
thing to divert their attention from the 
melancholy plight that has befallen the 
marooned Japanese garrisons in the south- 
erm and central islands and the amazing 


attrition of Nippon’s air force, naval forces 
and merchant marine. 

But the premier was careful to not 
label the Manipur raid a Japanese enter- 
prise. He pictured it as an undertaking of 
a so-called ‘Indian national army’, with 
headquarters in Burma, to which Japanese 
forces were giving assistance. One advant- 
age of this is that the Japanese propadanda 
agents can appeal to the Ghandists in India 
to revolt in aid of their countrymen who 
are fighting to gain independence. It has 
the further advantage that when the in- 
vaders meet with disaster Tojo can tell his 
downhearted people the blow fell upon In- 
dan rebels, and not.upon the forces of 
Imperial Japan. 

This careful hedging discloses a healthy 
suspicion in the Tojo mind that the raid 
will not get far, and that the most it can 
hope to accomplish is the stirring of unrest 
among the Indian pacifists. He is not bet- 
tng on the military results, while hoping 
that hampering political reactions may be 
started in India.

An escaped Chinese prisoner reports 
that in Malaya rubber and tin are lying in 
stock piles because the Japanese have not 
enough ships to carry them away. The 
situation of the natives who produce rub- 
ber and work in the tin mines can be sur- 
mised. When products lie useless the 
producers know, hard times. Malayan 
opinon of the “co-prosperity” propaganda 
must have slumped badly. 

Some observers in Washington are said 
to think Anglo-American precautions 
against Hire being used as a base for Nazi 
and Japanese spies will be modified by 
memories of the Casement rebellion. That 
should not be; and probably won't be. The 
events of Irish history have nothing to do 
with the case. The duty of the Allies is to 
protect the lives of their fighting men by 
plugging every possible Eire leak through 
which information can reach Berlin and 
Tokyo. Churchill and Roosevent are not 
likely to play traitors to our soldiers in 
order to appease Nazi sympathizers, or 
sentimentalists who harbor grudges on 
account of Sir Roger Casement. The “ob- 
servers” in question must belong to one 
class or the other,

Both Jews and Arabs Can 
Live Peaceably Side by

The famous Balfour Declaration 
on which the remarkable Jewish 
transformation of Palestine has 
been carried on was contained in a 


letter written by Arthur James 
Balfour, then foreign minister of 
Lloyd George's cabinet, and ad- 


dressed to Lord Rothschild on Feb- 
ruary 2, 1917. No fault can be 
found with the gratitude and 
energy which it called out from 
the Jews of the world. 

The Arab population of Palestine 
and‘ adjoining countries was, how- 
ever, not unnaturally dissatisfied 
with the arrangements, and after 
some attempts 
neither Arabs nor Jews, the gov- 
ernment of Neville Chamberlain 
prepared what is known as the 


which contented |; 


White Paper of May 17, 1939, It was 
accepted by the commons only 
after the government, during the 
tense weeks just before the war, 
declared that refusal to accept it 
would be followed by resignation, 
which in the known state of un- 
preparedness would have seemed 
to make disaster inevitable. The 
paper was formally disapproved by 
the permanent mandate commis- 
sion of the League of Nations. 

It was never submitted for ap- 
proval to the council of the league. 
Nevertheless it was put into effect. 
Under the policy of this White 
Paper the land restrictions of Feb- 
ruary 29, 1940, were issued; its im- 
migration policy was put into effect 
as of March, 1939, and all Jewish 
immigration was prohibited after 
March 31, 1944, unless Arab consent 
was obtained, 

This means that this dream of a 
national home, so deeply desired 
by this wandering and homeless 
} people, so courageously undertak- 


en, so energetically and success- 
fully sustained, will be doomed to 
| failure,

This paper cannot be considered 
a mere interpretation of the Bal- 


four Declaration. It means the 
complete wrecking of it. In the 
quarter of a century the Jews of 
Palestine have become a popula- 
tion of nearly half a million. They 
have built from the ground up a 
city of 150,000; they have turned 
arid land into orchards and gar- 
dens; they have, by draining ma- 
laria marshes, substituted orange 
groves and forest; they have dam- 
med the Jordan to generate elec- 
tricity. They can do nothing but 
abandon all that their hard labor 
and expenditure of hundreds of 
millions have created or they must 
fight. Their only hope of perma- 
nent success and peace—all that 
they have accomplished and the 
greater things that are possible to 


be—are placed to the mercy of a 
people who have been content to 
live for a thousand years in deserts 
and swamps and who have neither 
the right nor the capacity to main- 
tain these works. Loyal as_ they 
have been to England, in spite of 
much neglect and much sympathy 
with the Arabs, the Jews declare 
with deep sadness but clearness 
they will fight.

Editor, Bulletin: The Canadian 
Legion and all other ex-service- 
men’s organizations have for their 
main objective patriotism.

Canadian Distinctions. 


Editor, Bulletin: A correspondent 
expresses surprise “that there has 
not been a wider outcry of indig- 
nation in Canada” against the U.S. 
decision to distinguish between 
native born Canadians and other 
Canadians in the matter of admis- 
sion without passports. 

The truth is that there has been 
a very wide outcry of indignation 
and it is thoroughly unjustified. 
The distinction was not established 
originally by the United States; it 
was established by Canada, and it 
is because of the Canadian dis- 
tinction that the United States has 
felt obliged to make a correspond- 
ing distinction. $ 

A native born Canadian is the 
only kifd of Canadian about whom 
there is absolute certainty that he 
will not be refused re-admission to 
Canada after going abroad. Any 
other kind of citizen, including a 
British subject who has become a 
citizen merely by residence, can 
be barred from re-entry to Canada 
and on occasion has been. Evidence 
of Canadian birth is the only thing 
which can assure the U.S. author- 
ities that if they should want to 
push the individual in question out 
of their territory they will be per- 
mitted to push him back into Can- 
ada without resistance on Canada’s

why Edmonton should build houses

In 1940 Edmonton reported a 
population of 91,720, in 1943 it was 
119,000, an increase of 27,727 in three 
years, over 9,000 a year. 

At six persons to a family it 
would take over 1,500 houses to take 
care of the increase. (There is no 
occasion for me to give details, 
The press does that.) 

The net profit from the five utili- 
ties after deducting depreciation,, 
operation expenses, interest and re- 
demption on debt was $1,090,338, 
The operations of the five utilities 
departments for the year resulted 
in the transfer to the general rev- 
enue account of a net surplus of 
$459,240, besides paying taxes 
amounting to $631,098, and in addi- 
tion placing $850,670 to reserve ac- 
count for improvements and exten- 
sion, March 11, 1943. 

Revenue from Edmonton's five 
utilities after deducting deprecia- 


tion, operating expenses, interest 
and redemption on debt was $1,- 
118,450 resulted surplus of $443,- 


813, taxes $674,617 in 1942 and 1943, 
Edmonton paid in taxes $1,305,715 
and a surplus of $903,000. 

The burgesses contributed $301,- 
000 and the non-property owners 
$602,000, 

I appeal to the council to set 
aside this $602,000 that was con- 
tributed by the non-property own- 
ers, and request the council to ap- 
proach the federal government to 
loan Edmonton $600,000 for the def- 
inite purpose of building houses for

A sane economic system places 
goods above money,—goods and 
services would be fully and wisely 
utilized, money would be issued to 
cause the exchange of desirable and 
available goods and _ services, the 
cost would be in energy units,—.no 
interest would be charged.

Many Jobs of Production 
For War Are Nearing 


Completion

OTTAWA,—The text of Mr. 
Howe's reviews of war production 
each vear sinee the department of 
munitions and supply was created 
four years ago, has been that there 
must be no slackening of output of 
needed armaments, That was still 
his text in 1944, bul detail after de- 
tail in the story that he unfolded in 
parliament confirmed the fact that 
no further general expansion in 
Canadian war production is 
planned.

Last year, when Mr. Howe 
gave his report in June, the main 
items slated for still greater pro- 
duction were aircraft and cargo 
ships. This year, as his lengthy 
statement shows, main item to be 
still expanded is aircraft. In all 
other branches of war production, 
with hardly any exceptions, the 
task of 1944 is to hold the level of 
jutput already attained, or to 
egin to taper off. »

Mr. Howe's review needs to be 
coupled with the recent report of 
the Wartime Prices and ‘Trade 
board to show the extent to which 
civilian supply is moving out of the 
Stage of shortages and into a new 
stage in which civilian goods will 
become increasingly available. “In 
the supply picture,’ said the re- 
port, “the beginning of the end of 
shortages is starting to emerge, 
though still somewhat dimly.” 

In the last half of 1943, the 
metal supply situation eased mark- 
edly, so that limited resumption 
of production has been started in 
durable goods, Production is being 
resumed in electric irons and 
washing machines. Increases in 
production have been authorized 
in wire screen cloth, barbed wire, 
razor blades and hair pins. One 
of the most important changes 
made in 1943 was to increase pro- 
‘uction of farm machinery, which 
snow back to 77 per cen‘ of the 
1949-41 output. Haying machinery 
and milking equinment is coming 
back, and the range of hand- 
operated implements, pumps and 
other items are being provided on 
a scale not permissible in 1942. 

These increases relate directly 
to the urgent need of dairy and 
livestock production But the

Any earache no matter 
how trifling it may seem, needs at-

Most earaches come from the 
middle ear, which is a cavity locat- 


throat, such as that seen in the 
acute cold, may easily extend into 
the ear by way of this tube. \ 

Trouble in the middle ear is ac- 
companied by swelling of the mu- 
cous membrane which lines the 
cavity and by an increased secre- 
tion of mucus. The swelling may 
block the tube, preventing proper 
drainage and having the result of 
causing mucus to accumulate with- 
in the cavity, In some cases, the 
mucus is mixed with pus, 

The patient usually complains of

The fast from 
food will tend to bring relief as the 
catarrhal inflammation is reduced 
under the fasting treatment. After- 
ward, the patient should stay on a 
non-starchy diet for a short time, 
using plenty of cooked and raw 
vegetables with an egg a day and 
a moderate amount of meat. Re- 
covery is usually more rapid if 
starches, sugars and milk are omit- 
ted. 

Temporary relief from the ache 
itself is generally best secured 
throught the application of heat. 

It is always a question whether 
an earache should be treated at 
home, or whether a doctor should 
be called. I believe that the safest 
plan is to seek professional aid, 
regardless of whether the earache 
is slight or severe. However, I 
realize that some of my readers 
live a great distance from a doctor 
and it might not be possible to get 
a doctor in a hurry. In such cases, 
the best plan is to go ahead and 
try using heat and the fast, to- 
gether with daily enemas until the 
doctor can get there.

‘Commando Christianity 


HE Commando Corps are a new feature in the fighting forces of 
our brave armies now overseas. They are chosen apparently for 
their superb courage, daring and initiative in making raids in 

enemy territory, and for opening up the way to a larger offensive. 
They are men who know they must take the offensive against a well 
concealed and strongly enforced foe, but who “counting not their lives 
dear unto themselves,” go forward in the conflict. 


The word has come to signify all that is in Christianity. The lead- 
ers of the early Church might well be called the commandos of Chris- 
tianity. They pushed forward with the message of the gospel and 
“who through faith subdued kingdoms, wrought righteousness, obtain- 
ed promises, stopped the mouths of lions . . . of whom the world was 
not worthy.” One of the large free Church communions of Great Bri- 
tain is adopting the word in connection with its challenge to the mem- 
bers of the varied congregations, and speaks of the new “commando” 
evangelism in which teams of ministers literally go out to reach in 
arresting fashion the churchless people and those who have drifted 
from religion. It is an endeavor to bring back into the churches a 
rugged invasion religion.

sentations of humanism, and some quite effective manoeuvrings in 
missions. We have allowed beauty and the aesthetic in worship to 
become external substitutes for the great spiritual realities of our faith 
until, as Dr. Stanley Jones says: “We have inoculated the world with 
a mild form of Christianity.” Something vastly more rugged and real 
is needed if our churches, our clergy and the people are to adequately 
face the forces of evil today, and successfully meet the challenge of 
the world of tomorrow. We need that expression of religion which 
will meet the needs which rise out of the titanic struggle of man to be 
man, and his quest for God. We must reveal a religion sufficiently 
dynamic that it will be a dominant force for triumphant personal liv- 
ing and brotherly sharing. World conditions are desperately calling 
for what we might well call a Commando Christianity. 


Spiritual numbness and prevailing impotence do not settle down 
upon organized Christianity without a reason. There must be contri- 
| buting factors in creating such a condition. If the people can help 
provide the answer, they claim that the clergy of our day are not 
coming to grips with life and reality as they ought in their ministry. 
On the one hand they assert the preaching is too speculative and aca- 
demic, while on the other it is asserted that the people are being fed 
on dry dogmatism and routine ritual, when they are really calling for 
“the Bread of Life.” Many people are weary of discussing religious 
problems entirely from the intellectual point of view alone. A forum 
on prayer or a debate as to the Deity of Christ will not create the deep 
convictions or the driving power essential to the progress of 
Christianity. 

The subtle and insidious enthronement of false gods in this age 
has had a weakening influence upon Christian life. New types of pag- 
| anism have arisen, and old types have been revived, and so people are 
bowing down before glittering gods in the supposition that they will 
create the new heaven and the new earth. Human schemes for human 
betterment are being lifted high. We know that the Christian message 
has something definite and authoritative to say about race, national 
socialism, money, material resources and human freedom. It has 
something to say about God, man and all basic interests. We know 
too, that there can be no new earth without a fearless and a full pro- 
clamation and reception of the power and the principles of the gospel 
of Christ. 

There is a call for a commando type of Christianity which looks 
to fresh vital experiences and which covets new adventures, and that 
| possesses a dauntless faith in the living God and in the forces of right- 
eousness and truth. We need to keep aflame that rugged religion 
which believes dauntlessly in man’s freedom. The Christian faith is 
rooted and grounded in the assurance that man must be free to strive, 
to rise, to grow, to lift and to love. Man can never abuse his freedom 
or abandon it without abolishing all that makes him man. A forsaken 
freedom is bound to lead to slavery. Such freedom is not conferred 
by the state or the church; it is the gift of God, and woe betide the 
state which robs the people of that gift. 

Each group of commandos does an intensive rather than an exten- 
sive work, thus leading the way for wider operations. Their task is to 
tackle individual objectives. This is a day for intensive service for 
God; a day when we musi attack definite citadels of the enemy; a day 
when the individual must be reached; through him the group, and 
through the group the more extensive objectives. Christ Himself was 
the Divine Commando. He trained well His group and sent them 
forth with the faith, the valor and the passion, which His followers of 
today might well emulate.

TWO REPUBLICS | 
The old historic Prussia, as it 

was up to 1800, is almost entirely 

located east of the Elbe and con- 


sists of the provinces Brandenburg, 
Pomerania, Silesia and East Prus- 
The last should be given to 
Poland as an indemnity, together | 
with Upper Silesia. Both lands 
have over three million inhabitants, 
eightly percent of them Protestant. 
The German claim that East Prus- 
sia is “purely Germanic” is not 
true, for the Prussians are half 
Wends, half Slavs, and have a little 
Germanic blood. 

Also, it is as little true that the 
Germans, as a nation, would pas- 
sionately resent the loss of these 
provinces as that they grieved over 
the separation of East Prussia by 
the Polish Corridor. The Eastern 
frontier (as the writer, born in 
those parts, knows very well) was 
never popular in the Reich and, in 
Western Germany, it was almost 
unknown. Only the Junkers, whose 
estates out there were hampered by 
the Corridor, made a fuss about a 
nation being “torn in two.” 

The three remaining Prussian 
provinces, Pomerania, Lower Sil- 
esia and Brandenburg, including 
Berlin, should be united in the 
new republic Prussia, with four- 
teen million inhabitants, All the 
states that were forcibly annexed 
by Prussia during the nineteenth 
century and that still hate Prus- 
sia should be placed in the Ger- 
man Confederation.

ganize, it would be in a position to | 
command only a small army of two | 
million. A new king or Fuehrer 
wanting to go to war would not be | 
able, like Hitler, to mobilize an | 
army of fifteen million Germans 
by signing one order. With a small | 
army, you cannot start a world war. 
The military spirit of Prussia 
cannot be stifled by a cordon sani- 
taire. But the body of the German 
nation can be saved by amputating 
its poisoned limbs and by educating | 
a reformed Germany to live in| 
peace and co-operation with the

TOLD OF DANGER 

Early in 1942 President Roosevelt 
impressed upon the Irish govern- 
ment the danger which these nests 
of Axis agents represented through 
the reports on naval or troop 
movements which they were able 
to send by clandestine radio or 
other means. 

Eamon de Valera has never 
been noted for possessing an 
elastic mind. His reply dwelt 
solely upon the small number of 
Axis officials stationed in Eire, 
and the belief of the Irish author- 
ities that the precautionary mea- 
sures they were taking would 
make it impossible for Irish neu- 
trality to be infringed, 

Axis officials in Eire can carry 
on no legitimate business. There 
is no trade between their countries 
and Eire. There are no political 
negotiations in progress, The Ger 
man minister and the Japanese 
consul in Dublin, with their staffs, 
are solely occupied in spying upon 
our military preparations and in 
attempting to procure support for 
their own subversive plots from 
those who hate Great Britain. 


| QUARANTINE JUSTIFIED 


At the moment when we are 
about to launch the greatest mili- 
tary undertaking of the war the 
lives of our men and the success 
of our operations are endangered 
by these activities. 

Yet Prime Minister de Valera, 
and, in fairness it should be added, 
a great majority of the Irish peo- 
ple, because or their determination 
to stick to a rigid interpretation 
of a wholly unrealistic theory of 
neutrality, refuse to remove these 
grave dangers to the United Na- 
tions, to whose power Irish peace 
is due, and upon whose victory the 
future liberty and independence of 
Eire depend. 

The measures to isolate Eire 
which have been taken, and 
which may still further be taken, 
are fully justified, hardly as these 
measures will bear upon the na- 
tional economy of the people of 
Eire. 

The utter lack of logic of our 
Irish friends was never more- 
graphically demonstrated than by 
the recent editorial in a Dublin 
newspaper which said, “We are so 
fond of peace in Ireland we will 
fight like hell to keep it.” The 
Irish are not going to be doing any 
fighting. It will be the men of the 
United Nations, whom they will 
not even lift a finger to help, who

Page One 
course, miniature ones. Later, some 
of these united into about twenty 
countries. Bismarck united these 
under an hereditary president call- 
ed “Kaiser”, This union consisted 
of about twenty kingdoms, duchies 
and grand-duchies, and three free 
cities that were republics. 

When, in November, 1918, this 
new German empire lost its first 
war, the Kaiser ran away, followed 
immediately by twenty-two princes. 
Overnight, the German princedoms 
became republics, which united 
under a new president and were 
represented by a parliament, the 
Reichstag. 

This German Republic consolidat- 
ed the German tribes even more 
firmly, and Hitler’s concentric gov- 
ernment drew them still closer to- 
gether—without, however, succeed- 
ing in making a perfect unity of 
the “Reich,” 


DISADVANTAGES 

If the Allies should dismember 
this Germany after victory is won, 
they would re-awaken a passion- 
ately active national feeling. Ger- 
man thoughts of vengeance and 
war, so natural to their military 
character, would find a deep-rooted 
cause and magnificent expression, 
Furthermore, some great powers 
might begin to make treaties with

These heavy disadvantages 
would not offset the advantage 
some people hope would be gain- 
ed from dividing Germany into 
twenty parts. They believe this 
would bring about the weakening 
of Germany in a military and an 
economic sense. 

Certainly German industry is not 
divided evenly throughout the 
country. Some parts are more 
dependent on it than others. But its 
success in no way depends on a 
strong unity of the Reich. The Ruhr 
coal, the chemical industry of 
Frankfurt, the optical lenses of 
Zeiss in Jena would not lose their 
quality nor their market value with 
a decentralization of Germany. 

In a military sense, Germany can 
be paralyzed by absolute disarma- 
ment and thorough suppression of 
any secret attempts at rearmament. 
But it is wrong to believe that a 
political dismemberment would pre- 
vent a repetition of military ag- 
gression, There would be another 
revenge war as soon as the old mili- 
tary caste had had time to prepare 
new soldiers:

It was just three hundred years 
ago that the Great Elector founded 
the Prussian army, developed later 
by the father of Frederick the 
Great, the “Soldier King”, then by 
Frederick himself, then by Blucher, 
Scharnhorst, Clausewitz, Moltke and 
Roon, and finally by the Paladins 
and William II, into the most. ef- 
ficient army of the world, 

BY GENERAL STAFF 

The plans for three great wars 
of aggression were not made in 
Munich and Frankfurt, not in Col 

ogne and Hamburg, not in Leipzig 
and Stuttgart. They were made by 
the Prussian General Staff in Ber- 
lin, for here was the home of the 
| men of great military position, here 
were the sons and grandsons of 
those Junkers whose life for three 
hundred years had been the wars 
of Prussia and even more the 
preparation of those wars. Their 
land and estates, their riches, pow- 
er and honor all were derived from 
this art of war-making, developed 
and taught with all the efficiency at 
| their disposal. 

As power in Prussia was inherited 
by those in the upper classes, and 
obedience was inherited by those 
below, as all Prussian commoners 
tried to copy the reigning Junkers, 
the geographical meaning of the 
word “Prussian” gave way to 7 
philosophical one. “Prussianism” 
came to mean a certain way of liv- 
ing that pervaded all classes of an 
expanding country. 

Bismarck’s talent, leaning on 
an army said to be invincible, at 
last made Prussia the undisputed 
master in Germany, When he, in 
1871, made the King of Prussia a 
German emperor, he gave him the 
power to call to arms not only 
a Prussian army, but an army 
from all the other lands of Ger- 
many, without having to fear the 
opposition of other princes. This 
army was trained according to 
Prussian traditions, 

With a single signature, the King 
of Prussia, now the Kaiser, could 
mobilize troops from all paris of 
Germany—four million at the be- 
ginning of the last war, many more 
later on in the war. Hitler, the Aus- 
trian, and his helpers, most of 
whom were not Prussians, had to 
make their headquarters in Berlin, 
because without the Prussian Gen- 
eral Staff he would never have 
been able to make war. 
ISOLATION OF PRUSSIA 

There is only one way to break 
this old militant power — by isola- 
tion of Prussia. 

If, after Germany's defeat, the 
Allies set up two republics, “Prus-

Out of Politics 
Says Speaker - 


REGINA, March 25.—(CP)— 
The civil service has been taken 
out of volitics by the establish- 
ment of independent civil service 
commission, William T. Aiken, 
Edmonton, past-president of the 
Alberta Civil Service Association, 
said in an address to the Sas- 
katchewan Civil Service Associ- 
ation convention here yesterday. 
Mr. Aiken dealt mainly with sug- 
gestions for an improved civil ser- 
vice administration, stressing the 
fact that sound administration de- 
pended «pon stability in the ser- 
view, based on security of tenure 
for those in positions of responsi- 
bility. 

FAIR COMPENSATION 

Another improvement in civil 
service suggested by Mr, Aiken 
was a system of classification of 
service, to ensure fair compensa- 
tion for the job done. In govern- 
ment departments where such a 
system was not in operation, per- 
sons doing the same jobs often 
received divergent rates of pay. 

A satisfactory classification sys- 
tem was in operation in Alberta 
civil service, he said. 

Establishment of an inter-pro- 
vincial committee on civil service 
affairs, now under consideration, 
would do much to promote effi- 
cient administration within the 
service, Mr. Aiken recommend- 
ed two representatives from each 
of the four western provinces sit 
on the committee,

City Will Spend $10,000 


On Anti-Mosquito Drive 


Edmonton's city council Friday 
night gave the “green light” for 
the expenditure of an amount not 
exceeding $10,000 during 1944 for a 
campaign designed to abate the 
mosquita nuisance in the city. 

The motion inaugurating the 
campaign was made by Ald. 
James H. Ogilvie and was second- 
ed by Ald. Sidney Parsons. It 
was passed unanimously. Council 
instructed the city commissioners 
to bring forward a report on the 
costs of the campaign, and also 
on methods \to be employed in 
carrying it through. 

City Engineer Haddow said that 
a campaign had been carried on 
in Winnipeg and had been ex- 
tremely successful. He said the 
cost of the campaign there varied 
from $10,000 to $17,000 annually, 
depending on the wetness of the 
season. He was of the opinion that 
costs of a campaign here would be 


somewhat similar to those at Win- 
nipeg. 

He said he was satisfied that 
such a campaign would result in a 
considerable improvement in the 
mosquito nuisance in the city. 

Dr. G. M. Little, questioned con- 
cerning the possibility of such a 
campaign, was of the opinion that 
it should be undertaken, His de- 
partment would co-operate with 
the city engineer's in this work. 

The carrying out of a campaign 
to abate the mosquito nuisance 
was suggested by Professor John 
H. Brown, University of Alberta, 
in an exclusive interview in The 
Bulletin on Friday. Last year he 
predicted the most serious out- 
break of mosquitoes in the city’s 
history, and his prediction for 
1944 was that a fairly severe out- 
break would occur this summer 
unless abatement measures were 
taken at the water run-off period.

What is a good mother? The 
average woman's ideal of a good 
mother is a human doormal, and 
the more she lets her children 
trample on her and kick her 
around, the better mother she con- 
siders herself. It is a common 
thing to hear a woman boast that 
when her first baby was born she | 
gave up her clubs and her old 
friends and her accomplishments, | 
and that she never touches the 
piano, or paints any now, or keeps 
up with the new books, or goes 
anywhere, She just stays at home 


and devotes herself to her children. 


These women, who belong to 
the class that Bernard Shaw de- 
scribes as being so much mother 
they are scarcely human, think 
that they are a noble and inspir- 
ing example of mother love when 
they sacrifice themselves on the 
altar of their children, and they 
are scathingly critical of the 
women who just take motherhood 
in their stride and who keep in 
the running themselves while 
they are running the nursery. 


“GOOD MOTHERS” 


As a matter of fact, the women 
who ate ALL mother are the worst 
possible mothers because by the 
time their youngsters are out of the 
cradle they have lost their influ- 
ence over them. Children are brut- 
al little realists and it doesn’t take 
them long to size Mother up for 
what she is, and if she has made 
a slave of herself for them, they 
treat her as one. They take all of 
her labor and self-denial as no 
m@re than their due, and they defy 
her opinions because they have no 
respect for one who doesn’t stand 
up for herself.

He: writes, “At 15 months and at 
21 months the child often wakes 
during the night, and, in an almost 
whimsical manner remains awake 
for an hour or two.” 


These are wakeful periods with- 
out apparent cause, but there is 
another period of typical wake- 
fulness which arrives for the 
nursing baby at a time when 
weaning is imminent. The mother 
who has nursed her baby suc- 
cessfully for nine or ten months 
seldom thinks of a breast defi- 
ciency as a cause of her baby’s 
behavior, But the ease with 
which such babies slip into good 
sleeping habits again, once they 
have been weaned, is evidence 
enough that this conduct means 
a need for weaning. 


Mrs. T. W. L. has a 10-months-old 
baby who, for the last two weeks, 
has been waking at 2 a.m. “He is 
a very healthy child and he wants 
to get up and play, He weighs 241% 
pounds. 

“T nurse him at 6 a.m. and 10 a.m. 
I give him cereal, an egg yolk and 
a nursing. At 2 p.m. he gets strained 
vegetables, mashed banana and a 
nursing. He has orange juice and 
cod liver oil at 4 p.m, and goes to 
bed at 8 to 8:30, Is that right?” 

Personally, I seen no reason why 
he shouldn't be settled for the night 
after the 6 p.m. feeding. And that 
feeding could be enlarged. In fact 
the mashed banana at 2 p.m. could 
be replaced by a pudding, and 
either mashed banana or custard, 
or baked potato or cottage cheese, 
given at night along with the 
strained fruit and the nursing. 

In beginning to wean, substitute 
a formula for the 2 p.m, nursing. 
Next week, omit the 10 a.m, nurs- 
ing and give a bottle. The third 
week first the 6 a.m. and then the 
6 p.m. nursings can be replaced by 
bottles. 

For an initial bottle you may try 
6 ounces of fresh, boiled milk, or 
3 of evaporated milk, with boiled 
to make 8 ounces and one 
teaspoon of some form of sugar, 
corn syrup or maltose, preferably 


By the time the baby is weaned | 


you may be able to increase these 
proportions until the baby is 
ting either 
or 3'2 of evaporated with water 
make 8 ounces and then eventually 
all fresh milk, or four of evaporat- 


}ed and four of boiled water. The 
}rest of the program is fine.

“Our Canadian girls overseas 
went through bombings like vet- 
erans side by side with the British 
Wrens,” she said. 

Although Canada’s Wrens were 
organized by W.R.N.S. officers, the 
two services are different. In Bri- 
tain for instance the Wrens are an 
auxiliary force through the his- 
torical accident that they were 
started before the war. In Canada 
the Wrens are a part of the Navy's 
Volunteer Reserve. Also the Can- 
jadian Wren officers hold the same 
|} ranks 


over 


as men, while the W.R.N.S, 
has its own ranks. 
Main difference between the 


work of the British and Canadian 
services is the jobs the British girls 
do aboard ship, manning harbor 
craft and working as coders on 
transports. The Canadiahs so far 
are “landlubbers.” 


WIDE RANGE OF JOBS 

“In the beginning it was a ques- 
tion of seeing what women could 
do in civilian life and getting them 
to do it in the navy,” Cmdr. Sinclair 
said. “At first the work categories 
were domestic. Now there are doz- 
ens and dozens more categories 
involving highly-technical and sec- 
ret work.” 

Cmdr, Sinclair's day, filled with 
appointments, lectures to Wren of- 
ficers in training, details of admin- 
istration and Wren problems, often 
last until midnight—“And Saturday 
and Sunday are a_ nice peaceful 
time to finish up work that couldn't 
be squeezed in through the week.” 

Her appointment as director of 
nearly 4,000 Wrens is the culmina- 
tion of close contact with various 
groups of young women. 

Cmdr. Sinclair graduated from 
University College, University of 
Toronto in 1922 and was assistant 
to the dean of women at the col- 
lege for three years while earn- 
ing her master’s degree. After grad- 
uate work at the London (Eng.) 
School of Economics and Univer- 
sity of Berlin she returned to the 
University of Toronto as lecturer 
in political science. 

Marriage to Donald B. Sinclair, 
Toronto lawyer, ended her teaching 
career in 1930 but she continued 
active in executive work. They had 
no children and when her husband 
died in 1938 she turned again to 
hard work. Elected president of 
her fraternity she travelled four 
years in the United States and

| FIRST W.I. 


The first W.I. in the world was 
organized in February, 1897, just 47 
years ago, the year of Queen Vic- 
toria’s Diamond Jubilee. 

The idea of co-ordinating 
work of the W.I. across Canada and 
thus making a National Federation 
was conceived in the mind of an 
Alberta woman, Miss Mary Mac- 
Isaac, then superintendent of Wo- 
men’s Institutes for Alberta, and to 
bring about this, a meeting of lead- 
ing W.I. women from all the pro- 
vinces was called in February, 1919, 
in Winnipeg. 

Mrs. Arthur Murphy, Edmonton, 
was the first president of the Fed- 
eration. Mrs. Rogers was corres- 
ponding secretary from 1921 until 
1935. 

Objects of the Federation were: 


|To promote educational, moral, 
social and civic measures by bring- 
ing into communication by co- 


operation, the various Provincial 
Women’s Institutes and like organ- 
izations throughout the Dominion; 
to act as a clearing house for the 
activtiies of the various federated 
organizations, and to initiate and 
encourage nation-wide campaigns 
in home making, child welfare and 
other community efforts. 


A definite campaign is carried on 


by the W.I. to reduce maternal 
mortality in Canada, The Peace 
Garden between Canada and the 


United States, in which the W.I 
has an acre planted by the nine 
provinces of Canada, is another pro- 
ject of the W.I. Exhibits at the Ex- 
hibitions of Alberta pantry, educa- 
tion, and public health displays, and 
natural resources exhibits and dem- 
onstrations of Alberta Girls’ 
are features of the organization. 


WAR WORK 

Of recent years the work of the 
W.1. has ben, and is, war work. Al- 
ways a supporter of the Red Cross, 
it has redoubled its aid and supple- 
mented this work with an active 
program of work for the Navy 
League, particularly the Merchant 
Seamen. Two mobile kitchens have 
been purchased and sent overseas.

LONDON, March 25.—A_ few 
German squadrons gave London 
one of the sharpest fire raids since 


the 1940-41 blitz iast night but all 
of the biggest blazes were controll- 
ed before the all clear sounded 
early today. 

The Nazis dropped hundreds 
of incendiaries, interspersed with 
a number of explosives, in vari- 
ous parts of greater London, but 
hundreds of volunteers assisted 
fire-fighters to nullify the enemy's 
effort to burn the capital, 

For a few thousand Londoners 
near the bombs, it was sort of a 
pale imitation of the destruction 
going on in Berlin last night as 
the Royal air force renewed the 
attack on the German capital. For 
the remainder it was like most re- 
cent ‘London raids—a big fireworks 
display which almost was imper- 
sonal because so much fire was 
going up at the raiders and so com- 
paratively little was coming down. 

Last night’s was the longest raid 
of the recent series, The barrage 
reached a new peak of intensity as 
the Nazi planes bored across the 
sky At least eight raiders were 
shot down.

Dies: 95 Years| 


Pioneer of Western Canada and 
long-time resident of Edmonton, 
Donald Graham died Friday at 
the home of his daughter, Mrs. 
Duncan Durrand, 10142 83 avenue. 
He was 95 years old, and had 
been ill only a few days. 


Born in Scotland, Mr. Graham 
came to Canada 77 years ago. He 
once said that dime novels had led 
him to seek adventure in the new 


world. He tried to settle down in| 


an uncle's law office in Guelph and} 
then headed west for an exciting 
career, of soldiering, hunting, pros- 
pecting and lumbering. 

He first came to Edmonton in| 
1872 crossing the prairies in a Red 
River cert, and for a time panned | 
gold in the North Saskatchewan 
river, Later he went to the south- 
ern part of the province to hunt 
buffalo. He helped the C.P.R. to} 
survey in the west in 1872 and in 
1876 started farming in the Okan- 
agan Valley. 

He was a member of the Brit- 
Ish Columbia legislature from 
1894 to 1898 under Premier Davey 
and Premier Turner. He was a 
justice of the peace for 35 years. 
He returned to Edmonton 12 
years ago. 

Mr, Graham is survived. by his
